Institutions waged bitter opposition \,i 
the growing sentiment In favor of postal 


vlugs bonks, but notwithstanding 


such opposition In 1801 an act of Par- 
liament wan passed entitled "An act 
to grunt additional facilities for de- 
positing small savings with the security 
of the jfoverunicut,for%the due'repay- 
ment rtlwreof." That the alarm of prl- 
rate Institutions was 111 founded Is 
amply proven by the recorded fact that 
the private saving* banks Increased 
their capital by more than ten millions 
of dollars In the first fifteen years fol- 
lowing the establishment of postal aav« 
ings Institutions. 


Tout the pOHtal savings Institutions 


proved successful Is satisfactorily at- 
tested by the fact that no backward 
step has ever been taken In England on 
this subject and by thu further faot 
that In rapid succession the lead of 
England was taken by other countries.

tutions is to encourage thrift and a 
saving deposition among tho people of 
small means by placing1 at their dis- 
posal In every part of tho country

In certain purls of our country sav- 


ing* Institutions uru Hutllclcntly nuuier- 
OIIH to accommodate the people, but 
such ureas are quite limited, being con- 
fined to New England and New York. 
It lit alleged that by reason of tho num- 
ber and location of savings bnnka there 
IB one savlngn account to every two of 
the population of New Euglutid, where- 
us In nil the country outside New En- 
gland and New York tho average Is 
only one savings account to every 157 
of tho population. Taking such figures 
to be approximately correct and recog- 
nizing the fact that the people of all 
sections of this country are pretty 
much the same In habits, inclinations, 
nnd purposes, It must be obvious to the 
most casual observer that the people 
of the South, the Middle West, and the 
West do not save their earnings as do 
those of New England from the mere 
want of secure places In which deposits 
may be made. 


To those who feel Inclined to believe 


that the establlHhmeiit of postal sav- 
ings depositories will Involve an ele- 
ment of pttternallain It seems quite suf- 
ficient to suggest that the machinery of 
the PostoHlce Department la now In ez> 
Istence and will continue to eilst with- 
out diminution of expense whether 
such depoHltorles are created or not 
and that the establishment of thess 
depositories for the benefit , of the 
people will not Involve one farthing of 
loss to the roit-Offlce Department, but 
will probably, on the contrary, pr«T* 
more tka» Mlf-suitalnlng. Very slight 
computation will clearly demonstrate 
that the postal savings. depositors can 
net burden the Post-Office Departmsmt 
with any additional deficiency.
